Briefly stated, the bond issue of | 
approximately $!K’,,(i(»0, to he voted I 
•May 4, is to provide money to enable 
the county to present to tlie United 
States government 185'> acres of 
lain! now occupied as the ,\rc:i.lia B.al- 
loo.T site. 

To facilitate the esiahli>hmenl of 
tli.'- school prior to the w.ir, thej 
( luimher of Uommeic" of los Aiv.jeles 
giiiiranteeil to tl'." government that 
'!u, neeess.'iry laa l would he ilon:ited. 
To e.airy out this promi.se, it was nec¬ 
essary to give bond to the government 
for the carrying out of this contract. 
As the Ch.'imber of Commerce could 
not bond itself, some thiity members 
signed this bond, there being some 
as.surance from the county that pro¬ 
vision would he m:ide for payment 
when due. The government h.as do- 
munded fnlfillmrnt of the obligation 
and the legislature h:is pas.seil an act 
enabling the county t*’ bond itself for 
this purpoes. 

The land Ixdonged to Anit:i M. 
ILddwin and was valued at .$1,‘2I10 per 
aero. She agreed to accept $1.(W0 an 
acre and as her part of the contribu¬ 
tion gave $200 an acre, whiidi brought 
the purch.'use price to the Chamber of 
Commerce guarantors to $800 an 
acre. The government agreed to pur¬ 
chase the buildings on the hind for 
.$.55,654, bringing the cost of the land, 
(approximately $148,000) down to ap¬ 
proximately $03,000. . 

This agreement was entered into 
Marcli 4, 1018. The government has 
the right to exercise its option to ac- 
<iuire the land on or before .July 1, 
10‘20, and has given notice that it is 
leaily |o accept deed for the property 
and pay for the buildings thereon, as 
per agreement. 

The hnndf i.ssue entails a sop:irak 
ballot. A special election for this 
purpose alone would cost approxi¬ 
mately $ 150,000 or nearly twice the 
amount of the bond issue. The bond 
issue is the total outlay for the coun¬ 
ty to make permanent the Balloon 
School, which in one year—from July 
1, 1918, to August 31, 1919,—dis¬ 


bursed $1,017,547. The annual pay¬ 
roll at this time is several times the 
purchase price of the site. 

'riie importance of not only main¬ 
taining the Balloon School jierma- 
ni'iitly hut lending every effort to it.s 
develoinnent i.s obvious for many rea¬ 
sons : 

First the climatic conditions arc 
such in this vicinity that a maximum 
of efficiency in balloon work is at- 
* tiiinahle. ’Lhis section is conceded to 
have the-most advantages of any in 
the world and to he the most logical 
spot for aeronautical development. 

Second, the Eos .Angeles Chamber 
of Uonnnerce, with its nicmber.sliip of 
more than 6200, which has been de¬ 
veloping Southern California for thir¬ 
ty-two years, has created an Acro- 
n:iutic;d and Meteorological Deiiart- 
ment and placed in charge an expert 
in the person of Dr. Ford Carpenter 
wlio is co-operating with all govern¬ 
ment agents in preparing data and 
paving till.' way for commercial .aero- 
nautics. .Arcadia Balloon School is 
the only source of accur:rto data as 
to air currents in the vicinity of Lo.', 
Angoles. It has been the center of 
activity in aerial investigations since 
its establi.shmonts. It has placed its 
ciiiiipmcnt and knowledge at the dis- 
|u>sal of commercial fliers when with 
in the ii'gulations of its deiiartment 
The .Arc;idia Balloon School hears 
the same relation to aerial work in 
Southern California as an immense 
light-house is to marine development. 
The data obtained hy the officials of 
the Ballon School ali-eady has brought 
distinction to Southern California. 

Third, the actual manufacture of 
dirigible airships in Los Angoles will 
begin May iRt and it is of utmost im¬ 
portance that a government balloon 
.school he adjacent for co-operation in ; 
research work. 'I'he Goodyear Tire | 
and Rubber company have already!

• 'over with half a cupful of rich white 
sauce made with two tntilcspoonfuls of 
butter liutibllm; hot added to two 
taldosjiooiifals of Hour nnd vvlien well 
Idemloil cook with n cupful of rich 
milk. Then add a leaspoonful of prated 
onion or onion Juice, a lens|)onnful of 
aiiciinvy essence and three hard-cooked 
eptrs cut In elphths. Repeat with the 
macaroni and vvlilfe sauce, addinp a 
Il'tio crated cheese If tlie ancliovy Is 
not liked. Rake until well heated and 
servo pipinc hot. The seasoninp of 
th s dish Is most Important. I’lenty of 
salt, a ilasli or two of cayentie nnd a 
little of pa|irlka will he needed.

To a quart of cooked 
diced iiotntocs add a medluni-sizod 
minced onion; add Hie sauce to Ihe 
,'otnto vvilh a teaspoonfiil of curry 
powder, turn Into a preased liakinjj 
dish and hake until brown In a moder¬ 
ate oven. 

Potato Soup.—Sv’nld one quart of 
milk with tvvo slices of .mion. Remove 
(he onion and add Ihe milk slowly o 
two cupfuls of hot rlccd potatoes. 
Melt three tnhlespoonfuls of luilter, 
add tvvo of Hour, one nnd one-half lea- 
spoonfuls of salt, stir nnd mix well; 
add ivepper, celery salt, nnd add to the 
hot milk; cook until smooth. Strain 
If necessary, add one leaspoonful f 
choiiped parsley, nnd serve. 

Potato Stuffing for Fowl.—Take tvvo 
cupftil.s of mashed potato, one and one- 
fourth ctipfulB of bread oruiuhs. one- 
fourth of n cupful of butter, one epp 
heaten, one tenspoonful of salt, the 
same of sapo nnd one finely ohoppevl 
onion. Combine the Inpredlents and 
mix tlieni well topether.
